Last evening the Cooper Institute was crowded to 


the doors, the occasion being a grand demooatratlon 
in favor of the Independence of Cuba. The utmost 
enthusiasm prevailed. It was truly a great mani- 
festation of popular feeling, for the entire assem- 
blage went heart and soul with every patriotic ex- 
pression that touched upon the rights of the much 
cherished isle. It is certainly some time since the 
spacious hall was so densely packed, and that, too, 
not by curiosity seekers, but by a sterling, 
earnest and determined audience. Long prior 
to the houi announced for the commencement 
of the meeting the space In front of the Cooper In- 
stitute was crowded by a very energetic assemblage, 
aud when the doors were thrown open a con- 
tinued rush speedily filled the hall. The deco- 
rations were

propriate. Beautifully entwined flowers wreathed 
in

characterized the unanimity of the meeting. Stands 
were erected outside the building and congregated 
around them in dense masses were those whose 
tardiness or lack of crushing powers debarred them 
from 
obtaining space inside.

Sled about In all directions, and when well executed 
or unusually brilliant elicited great cheering from 
the crowds. There was no lack of open air orators 
whose remarks generally elicited much cheering. 
At eight o'clock the meeting was called to order 


t»y Mr. W. E. McMartin, and nominated Mr. Charles 
A. Dana as chairman. 
Mr. J. E. Buck read a list of names, which he pre- 
sented as vice presidents and secretaries, which 
were unanimously adopted. He also submitted the 
following:— 
As citizens of New TorX without distinction of 
party, we have assembled to make declaration of our 
opinions m relation to the Cuban revolution for free- 
dom and Independence. The Cubans possess 
territory, population 
and resources 
sufficient 
to 
enanle 
them, 
if 
independent, 
to 
dis- 
charge all domestic and international obligations 
•which devolve on every State. For generations 
they have been a helpless dependency on Spanish 
monarchs, by whom they have been despoiled of 
their treasure and denied every vestige of poJtical 
liberty 
Whenever their aspirations for freedom 
have been awakened by the example of our country 
Spam has strangled them m blood. A fc.w months 
ago the Spaniards revolutionized their own govern- 
ment, dethroned their Queen and changed their 
whole polilical system. In ail this they did not 
consult or consider the wishes of the Cubans, whom 
tliej would still hold as dependents, without any 
lights save such as Spanish caprice would concede. 
.Against this the Cuban people have revolted in favor 
of 3. republic, equal political rights, independence m 
government and freedom for all the uopulatlon. 
This patriot revolution, already maintained for 
many months, will, we believe, result in the estab- 
lishment of an. independent Cuban republic. Im- 
pelled by these considerations, recoEui/mo; our duty 
to lavor the cause of political freedom and respond- 
ing to the Cuban appeals for our Bimpatliy, we 
heiebx declare — 
Fmt—That we nearnly sympathize with the Cuban 
people in their war for independence, and in the 
grievances to -which they point we find full justifica- 
tion of their revolution. 
Stcono—We will support the President in recog- 
nidng the Cuban revolutionary government, so aa 
to secure to it the rUthts of a belligerent nation and 
to give heart to a brave people wuo are atrugcling 
for republican institutions and for ihose principles 
of freedom, progress and humanity, the establish- 
ment of which will make Cuba a worthy Bister re- 
public of tlie United States, (Cheers.) 


SPEECH OF MB. JOHN M'kEON. 
Mr. John McKeon was then introduced to the meet- 
ing and proceeded to make a stirring speech. He 
fcaid that when he received the Invitation of the 
friends of Cuba in this city to attend that meeting 
he deemed It not only a duty to obey their call but a 
great pleasure. (Cheers) The resolutions which 
had just been read conveyed to theiu the Impor- 
tance of the occasion winch had called them 
together. 
It 
waa 
that 
a 
portion of 
the 
American people might express their sym- 
pathy with a people struggling 
foi 
freedom 
uiid inrleponaeucc. (Applause ) An occasion like 
the present involved a responsibility which was not 
oulv shared by them, but by the government. In a 
government constituted like oura the responsibility 
reached not only from tlie people up to tue govern- 
ment, but from the goveiument down, and it was 
eminently prooer that they should on tills occasion 
expicbs their wisbes and point out the course 
wlilLlt they wished then public agents to punme. 
"\N hatcver trouble came on the country came on the 
people ultimately. 


'J lie occasion which has called you together Is the 
present revolution In the island of Cuba, and you 
are called upon not only to express your syinpatliy 
•with that movement, but also to polut out to our 
public agents the policy i\ hlcU ougut to be adopted 
by the government of the United States. I need not 
tell you that the contest in Cuba la the cleath- 
fitruggle between the representatives of a foreign 
despotism in bpaln 
and 
tho 
natives ol the 
]8Uud of Cuba. 'Ihe people of Cuba are denied 
freedom of the preaa—denied the rillUt ol petition, 
the right to acquire or dupose of property except 
unucr certain restrictions—denied the security ol 
person from Illegal arrests—denied the right of 
representation, whilst lobbed by the taxation ol the 
home government In Madrid. In a word, not u. 
gnevaiK e enumerated In our Declaration of Inde- 
pendence but exists at the present time In Cuba. 
'Ihe oppressions have for jeard past given cause 
to uprisings of tlie people, but never has the oppo- 
sition to the government taken such shape of power 
and capacity of resistance to tlie armed force of 
the goveinment of Madrid as at tue present time. 
2?rom all we can learn the war which Is waged 
against the men struggling to give Independence to 
their natlxe Isle 13 carried on by the provisional 
jtovernmeni. In bpain with a spirit of savage ferocity 
revolting 10 ci\ciy sense of liumaulty. (Aupluuse.] 
The supreme authority in the island is nominally in 
tlie Oovernar General Dulce, but he is nollung more 
thau a pupjict in tne hands of me houlcs of volun- 
teers, who are the offscourings of Spain, sent to pil- 
lage and murder the unfortuuuto native Cubans. If 
no other reason existed, we should insist that a 
stop should be put to a policy which is calculated to 
dishonor the ace In wlilcli we live. If theclvlll/cd 
world years ago Interfered to prevent baroautlcs 
being practiced on the Greeks by the Turks, is it 
not just and proper that we, the neiglibora of a 
civ lllzcd community, should cry out In horror against 
& \i ar wlilcli Is characterized by a barbarity to w lilch 
tne links never approacncd. lue American people 
Jiave tleclaieU tlicli sympathy with classic Greece 
•witn roloud, with Hungary, with Ireland, withlu 
a row months past with the little Island of Crete- 
far away in the Mediterranean, with a population 
about the size of one of the wards of thin city—in 
cue word with every people on this Continent and 
In Europe struggling against despotism. And now 
you are asked to declare your sympathy with the 
Cubans. I cannot bo mistaken when I answer 
that the Heart of the American people beats In 
unison with the patriots of Cuba, and the voices 01 
the American people will be raised In one grain! 
ciiorus or support loi tlie cause or Cuban libeity ana 
Independence. It is, on such occasions as tlio pro- 
sent, eaay to deal In general principles of devonon 
to liberty, and m good round phrusc speak of the 
gieat Ideas Involved in contests similar to that now 
being waged in Cuba; out my purpose loots to some- 
thing more. I piopose to examine wliat our duty 
ea a nation la at the present moment; what are our 
riclita under the iawij Of nations, and then to say to 
the world in the language of President Adams, m 
WM, to Congress, "that the United mates must 
still, as heretofore, tako counsel from their duties 
raiher tlian their fcari. (CUeeia.) In order to 
show 
tne deep Interest tne 
United 
.States 
Ji.ivo taken m Cuba It is onlr necessary to rcter 
to our diplomatic history, it will be seen tuat wo 
Jiave assumed that the right of sclf-protcction au- 
thoii/cd us to pursue a policy in respect to thli 
Island wlile-h we would scarcely presume to enforce 
In relation to any other territory. Wo liavo unllorm- 
Jj ho!d tho doctrine mat no power but Spain should 
Sold the isiunft—a doctrine which Is an exception to 
our general policy, which has been that every nation 
Jnisanglii toni3,')0seof Its territories osbegt mav 
eiiit Its interests. Let us icfer to some facts in our 
history. Mr. AdanV. writing In 1823, as Secretory o 
State under Mr. McEnroe, says:—"The transfer 01 
C'uba to Great Britain would lie an event unpro 
pitious to the interests of this Union, The oues- 
tion, both of our rlglitf aud onr power to pre 
vent

lesltatlns as tb what course we should pursue the 
news reaches us that England is about to give 
Delilgerent rights to the Cubans, and that Mexico 
lias already granted them. We have no authentic 
Information; but supposing the news to be true, what 
cause of onence could such recognition give to 
Spain or any other nation! I take, for instance, the 
case ol the Fenian Invasion of Canada, and the 
attempted uprising in Ireland within the past few 
years. Suppose the friends of Irish liberty should 
hold for six months the Interior of Ireland against 
the British government, would -any one complain if 
the revolutionists should be recoguUed as bellig- 
erents bv us or any other power? The policy of 
England at the present time is to put a stop to this 
w ar in Cuba, as it is constantly exposing her to de 
tnands by the United States. For every violation of 
onr nag on British waters in the West Indies we 
have a right to look to Great Britain in the first 
place for any damage done American commerce, 
and she is compelled to look to Spain for indemnity. 
The case of the General Armstrong, sunk in the har- 
bor of Fayal during the war of 1812, has settled the 
principle that a neutral- mast loot to the sovereign 
within whose territories a wrong maybe done to 
him, provided he does not take the law Into his 
own hands. 
Moreover, England is ful.y aware 
that we will not permit a surveillance of tha 
seas in the violnlty of the West India islands. 
Some years since, when it was intimated that 
England, France and Spain intended to order 
fleets to cruise in these waters to intercept vessels 
carrying contraband goods and men, our gov- 
ernment protected against converting those waters 
Into a mare clausum ana the project was aban- 
doned. Everyday this Cuban war continues the 
prospect of trouble with foreign Powers increases. 
'1 he government at Washington must act, 1 will ad- 
mit, with great caution and circumspection. I am 
not disposed to add to the difficulties of theT posi- 
tion- Yet who will venture to say to tnem tnat no 
paltry policy or prudence and regard to the wishes of 
any foieign Power will be weighed in the balance by 
the American people with what is due to our own 
interests ana our own honor as a nation, while we 
act wvhin the limits of the laws of the civilized 
world, and known as the law of nations 1 The peo- 
ple of America recognize the appeal of a people 
struggling to be free. It comes from the land where 
rest enshrined, in the old cathedral of Havana, the 
asnes of Columbus, who gave a new worid to Castile 
aud Leon. Americans will not permit it in silence 
to be dishonored by the thraldom which degrades 
the great race on •whicu Commons conferred undy- 
ing glory. iCheers.) 
Mr. Stewart L. Woodford next addressed the meet- 
Ing. He said he did not come with the fervor of 
postlc words to stimulate the feelings of this assem- 
blage for it was in fever heat already—(applause and 
laughter)—neither to demonstrate the right or justice 
or the cause, but simply, in brief Krms, to enlist 
their sympathy as men, as Christians, as freemen, 
upon this cause of liberty, free government and free 
religon. In October last the telegraph flashed to 
onr city the tidings that an insurrection had broken 
out in Cuba. It did not appear to be tae result 
of a preconceived plan so much aa a spontaneity on 
the part of those who rose against oppression. Be- 
tween six ana seven months that insurrection had 
been waging, aud now assumed not only the form of 
au organized rebellion, but that of a (ie facto govern- 
ment. "Whatwas the cause of such rebellion? It 
•was simply the canse ot justice. Whence came the 
right of Americans to rebel against England ? Just 
Because they had a right to do so. (Cheers.) They 
hauanght to establish a government. From our 
own history we had come to know that no gov- 
ernment 
had 
a 
right 
to 
be 
recognized 
that 
failed 
to 
support 
the 
interests 
of 
the citizens. The Spanish government had failed to 
give freedom to its subjects, having, among other 
things, denied the freedom of the press. But the 
Cubans had the rights of humanity in their hands. 
(Cheers.) The Cuban saw that while he was willing 
to take his heel off the necK of the slave he also saw 
that he would remove the heel of the Spaniard from 
his own. (Cheers..) It was a grand sentiment. With 
the justice of God upon their side they had ad- 
vanced rapidly and had succeeded, for the progress of 
the age had gone too far that any country that 
struck for liberty should not succeed. (Applause ) 
But what had Americans to do with it? our exist- 
ence as a free people was a temptation to those 
struggling under burdens to strike for freedom. 
(Cheers.) It was a grand thing to be ireemen, but 
there was » responsibility with It, for it called on 
those -enjoying It to do everything for those that 
were struggling to be Ireemen. (Cheers.) It was 
certain that Cuba must eventually drop out of the 
hand of Spain The question was whether the United 
States should say It believed in. fair play. 
If 
we sell powder to Spain we must sell powder to 
Cuba—(cheers)—only we will sell the Cuban powder 
a little cheaper and give them longer credit. "(Cheers 
and laughter.) In this struggle there must not only 
be fair play, but there must be hands off; otherwise 
the United States must step in; aud bv the God of 
Xations she would stand by her. (Cheers.) Mr. 
Woodford continued his address, referring princi- 
pally to the various causes which instigated the in- 
surrection, animadverting strongly on the Spanish 
rule, and asserting that the hour of deliverance was 
close at hand. His observations were at intervals 
loudly applauded. 
Mr. TOWNSKHD, of Staten Island, then addressed 
the meeting. He was conscious of fidelity to his conn- 
try, and lie was assured fhat no oue present would 
leave such an enthusiastic assemblage without the 
conviction that 
Cuba 
was 
safe. 
His devo- 
tion to Cnba was founded upon tLree prin- 
ciples—humanity, 
honor and, lastly, onr in- 
reres.ts. (Cheers), 
mere was 
no preventive 
front 
Cuba being independent. (Applause j If 
freedom were refused to the Cubans at this hour let 
tlie word liberty be torn from all spelling books, 
(toud cheers.) He did not propose to speak the 
sentiments of the meeting, but he was assured that 
tlie Cubans were resolved to have their independ 
ence. 
Mr. Townsend delivered a very earnest address, 
which was moat cordially received. 
— - -•- " 
Hev. Mr, ruE.vonne.xt addressed the meeting aud 
read the following passage from a letter he had 
received from General y. Queaada. Generalissimo of 
the Cubans:—"Providence has destined us to be free, 
aud the chains wnich heictofore enslaved us are 
soon to be cast away forever. They have even now 
commenced to snap. 
It could not be otherwise. 
The example of the people of your great nation is 
always before us, anil we will follow It. Our suc- 
cess, my dear friends, you, no aoubt, know, will de- 
pend on the aid \\ hlch "we conlidently expect from 
that noble and great uatlon" (America). 
Ex Lleuteuaut Goveinor STEWAKT L Woopronr* 
then read letters of sympathy from Wendell Phillips 
and ex-Governor Teuton. 
Mr. FELLOWS Assistant Corporation Counsel, was 
tlio neh.c Bpeator. He alluded in strong terms to the 
rights of the Cubans, holding that when America 
was struggling for independence bpaln appreciated 
her eiforts to gain her fieedora and that now, fol- 
lowing tne example taught by bpain, America 
should be among tlie foremost to recognise Cuba. 
During the evcnlug tlie following speakers ad 
dressed an audience of nearly 2,000 persons outsldo 
the building:—Mi. Altfemon Sullivan Rev. Mi. 
ITench, Caoluin MeClellan, Mr. Levy, Mr. McMastei 
ami outers. 
Mr. Si LLIVAN, In a few remarks, brought the 
meeting m tlio Cooper Institute to a successive close.

Enrlgue La 
del iiey, the newly appointed Governor, had arrived, 
and on the 21st his predecessor, Mechlavllla, relin- 
quished the command. On the same day the former 
issued a conciliatory address to the inhabitants, 
soldiers and volunteers. The retiring Governor was 
entertained at a farewell banquet 
Trinidad aates to the 2oth contain nothing of im~. 
portance. Some forces arrived on that day from 
Colon. They brought a number of prisoners who 
had presented themselves. 
Advices from Cruces, In the jurisdiction of Sagna, 
state that some insurgent bands had reappeared 
there, and that a portion of the railroad near Camo- 
roncs had been cut and another portion barned. 
It has transpired here that a captain of the Catalan 
volunteers, recently arrived, refused to go with his 
men to the Held, and he is now under arrest and will 
be sent back to Spain. He had a violent altercation 
with the colonel, Tejada, which It ig said did much 
to bring on the vertigo, witn which the latter was 
attacked. The captain coniDlalned tnat the volun-

To THE EDITOR or THE HERALD:— 


Permit me to make known through yonr columns 


the manner in which we are subjected to many petty 
annoyances by the Spanish government, besides 
those incidental troubles we always have hi deallne 
with Spaniards. My case Is this:—I came here from 
Charleston, S. C., hi ballast, having my papers duly 
blgned and sealed by the Spanish Consul at Charleston 
In tbe legal way, as far as it was possible for me to 
know. I arrived here and my papers were delivered 
to the Interpreter, who pronounced them all right, 
but when I came to clear I was told that I was fined 
$100, because the Spanish Consul had failed to sign 
one of my manifests, although he had filled It out 
aud had signed all the rest, and his name was printed 
on that one, which they say here is an illegal form 
by Spanish law, and on that ground have detained 
me tnr.ce days and compelled me to pay the before 
mentioned line. I am not alone. 
Almost every 
Ameilcau ve&scl in port has been flned for some 
trivial thing that was Impossible for the captain to 
know. Captain fatauer, of the brig Fidelia, from New 
lork. was, lined S100 because the Spanish Consul's 
clcu- liad slarneil ins papers Instead of the Consul 
him i^lf 
Of course the captain could know nothing 
about It. 
One copy of the manifest Is always 
sealed and stamped by the Spanish Consul, and 
we are lined, in short, for any mistaKC he may inake. 
It has become a regular thing to fine American ves- 
sels, and I know of no way to avoid it If we come 
hc.e. Vessels have been lluecl heie lor a single mis 
spelt word and for ungrauimatlcal construction of tho 
language. Many are lineal because there is not an 
oatli at tho bottom of their manifest swearing that 
tlie above is tlio whole cargo or ballast on boaiU, 
when ttib very first thine we do in clearing from our 
Custom House is to subscribe to the oath on tho 
Dock that the within account Is a true account of all 
merchandise on board. Some vessels are flned for 
one thing one time, something else next, and both 
umnileata the same in every respect; and there Is 
no way to get clear or It- I nave been, lined three 
tunea at this port within a little more than a year. 
Once for not having the weislit of empty hogsheads 
carried in kilogrammes on my manifest, and ouce be- 
cause the broker's place of business was printed on 
top of my manifest. That la probably a fair exam- 
ple of how we are treated. Ami what aggravates 
us more Is that English vessels are very seldom 
lined, although their papers are the same as ours. 
At present li Is much worse than ever before If 
vvo go to Inquire about it \re sre treated with hontl- 
ness and contempt by the Spanish olllcers, and we 
have no appeal but to the people through your 
p vper. Mr, beward, tho Secretary of btale, replied 
to Mr. Hull, Consul here, when he made a remon- 
strance, that If our people would trade at tho Island 
of Cuba they must submit to what the Spaniards ie- 
qulrcu. 
So He have reason to believe that 
our rights 
are virtually abandoned by our 
government. 
There were tuirteen fines col- 
lected 
of American vessels yesterday. 
There 
is very bcldoni anything said about lines until 
tho vessel Is ready to go and tlio captain wants hla 
papers, and we then have to pay what they demand 
or subject onr owners to a greater loss by tho deten- 
tion of the vessel. B4r. HuU, the resident Consul of 
this place, Is at Havana acting Consul General at 
present, so we have literally no Consul here.

A Quaker King Looming Up. 


There seems to be a general impression that the 


appointment of Quakers as Indian agents Is an en- 
irely new thing, whereas the fact la that the plan 
was tried under President Lincoln with no very suc- 
cessful result. In the early -part or Ms administra- 
tion "Ole Abe" commissioned an Indiana Quaker to 
oofc after the "Lo» family, located west of. Arkansas. 
This honest Quaker, whom I will designate as Friend 
•William, is said to have proved a very expensive 
article. On a salary of two thousand dollars per 
annum he accumulated, it is alleged, one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars in a short time, and was 
,ble to pay off a large Indebtedness that weighed 
Mm down when he accepted the office of Indian 
Superintendent. In fact, It Is said ne was completely 
bankrupt when us commenced Ms official career,^ 
but now has lots of greenbacks invested in the 
stock of a national bank out West, and is altogether 
n a highly flourishing condition. But Friend wa- 
lam, It seems, was not satisfied with his former 
success, and therefore managed, curiously enough, 
to have the Quaker delegation that recently watted 
upon President Grant present his name for the 
same old position, as a man eminently qualified and 
suitable in all respects. The delegation for a long

To-day another party, 
consisting of Miss Lydia S. Hall, Miss Eliza E. Stan- 
con and Mrs. C. M. Christian, Trent to the Fourth 
ward registration office and put in a written applica- 
tion. The chairman of the Board of Registration, 
Colonel Cooke, received tne document, and told the 
ladles he would sendeachof them a written answer, 
whereupon they left, accompanied by Professor wll- 
cox and Messrs, jr. H. Crane and R. It. Dug- 
dale. The ladles in thus persistently endeavoring 
to get registered have no Idea that they will accom- 
plish speedy success, but tope by this means to en- 
courage other females all over the country to go and 
do likewise, and thus phow the public that there ar e 
thousands of women who want to be granted the 
right to vote.

Reports from Our Pacifle SannJron—Investi- 


gation of tho Insult to the American Floor 
and Imprisonment of Onr Consul at Buena- 
ventura, Colombia—Naval Orders. 


WASinNHTutf, D. C., May 4, 1869. 


Naval official advices from Admiral Turner, com- 


manding tne South Pacific squadron, dated Val- 
paraiso, April 2, reports the vlalt of the Tuscarora to 
Buenaventura to investigate the insult to our con 
snlar flag ana imprisonment of onr Consul, Mr. 
James M. RiM. Tnc Tuscarora arrived off Buena- 
ventura, Colombia, m the early part of March and 
took immediate measures to ascertain the truth and 
condition of tho case. Mr. Eder had been released 
from imprisonment and .was again m occupation 
or nls oflice, anticipating no further molestation, 
ine difficulty in whlcTi he was involved was this:— 
Having, In December last, some private business to 
attend to In Palmyra, about seventy-six mlioa from 
Buenaventura,-as he was proceeding there an at- 
tempt was made to assassinate him in the streets by 
a party who had previously stolen some articles 
from the Consul; and during the fracas Mr-Kder 
struck the man a blow causing him to fall andstrlKe 
his head against thentones, from tne effects of which 
he soon died. Mr. I tier wna arrested while sur- 
rounded by a violent populace and imprisoned, but 
was shortly artcrwards released and tne case was 
dismissed. On New Year's day, while he was receiv- 
ing his friends, the consular flag wna torn down, 
dragged through the streets, stamped upon and ul- 
timately torn to pieces. Tne mob sustained the oat- 
rage and dcflcd (he amhorltSPs. The Superior Conrt 
reversed the d*clsion 
of the circuit judge In 
Palmyra, and 
Mr. Eder had 
to nnotergo 
a 
jury trial. On account of ill health he was not

despatch from St. Petersburg brought tbe news of 
his death, on the day previous, at the advanced age 
of eighty years. 


HIS -ANCESTBY .4ND EiULY CAKESR. 


It IB not true, as stated by numerous biographers, 
bat the deceased was the "grandson of a pastry 
coot" His great grandfather was Prince Alexander 
Dantlovitch iienschUsoa; a Enssian general of 
marked skill and a statesman of ability under Peter 
he Great and. Catherine I. Soon after the accession 
if 
Peter n. he was disgraced, through the 


influence of his rival DolgornM, and banished 
to Siberia, where he died, a short time after 
his 
wife 
and 
daughter. 
The 
remaining 


members of his family were recalled by the Empress 
Anna, ana were again taken, into favor, though none 
attained to prominence until the great-grandson of 
the founder of his house, the subject of this sketch, 
entered the imperial service. It will thus be seen 
iat instead of being of obscure birth Prince Mens- 
chitoff was really descended from the man whose 
victories over the Swedes "and conquests la Europe 
aided materially in advancing Knssla to a first posi- 
tion among civilized nation. 


At the time of his bnth, in 1T89, Prince Menschl- 


KotPs family -had already been restored to favor 
and possessed considerable influence at the im- 
perial court. He was educated in a school of ideas 
intensely pro-Russian and arrived at the age of dis- 
cretion filled -with prejudice against toe policy of re- 
form whichmany prominent Russians advocated and 
which the entire middle class of the empire advocat- 
eo. It -reas somewhat singular, under these circum- 
stances, that he should ever have become a favorite 
of -Alexander L, who waahls antipodes on tne im- 
portant question of admitting into Russia those 
foreign, ideas and Influences which, checked by 
Nicholas, are now; to a considerable extent, patron- 
ized bv the present reigning emperor. That he rose 
to prominence under a liberal master was. perhaps, 
due more to his robust genius than to family influ- 
ence. 
- ESTBAKCK ISTO POHTIOAL IIFE. 
At the age of twenty-sir years (1S05) Prince Mens- 
chlfeoff entered the service of the Emperor, and 
was for some tune an attache to the Knssian Em- 
bassy at Vienna. In 1811 he was appointed an aid- 
de-camp on the staff of Alezauder L, in. this capacity 
serving during the campaigns beginning in 1812 and. 
ending 1814, which resulted in the downiall of Na- 
poleon i Distinguishing himself on. the Held he 
won 
the 
favor 
of his 
master and. was 
eventually promoted 
to the rant 
of gene- 
ral. Immediately after the peace ot paria had beea 
ratified m 1816, ne became prominently identified 
with the proiect of restoring the Greelc empire 
under the emperors of Russia. The flnal refusal 
of the Czar to commit himself and his government 
to the 
independence 
of 
Greece caused the 
resignation of his commission by the Prince in 
1823, ana. he, togettier-with Capo ovistria, and sev- 
eral others, retired from the court much mortified 
at the failure of -their plans. Upon the death of 
Alexander and accession of Nicholas, however, he 
was recalled and at once taKen into favor. 
The 
ideas of Nicholas assimilated to those of Uenschikoff. 
Both were absolutists, ootn. opposed, foreign Influ- 
ence in the empire, and both aimed — the one as 
master, the other as servant— at that absorption of 
all the Turkish provinces and dependencies which 
culminated in tne Crimean war and resulted in 
failure. MenschiKoff was sent to the Court of Ab- 
baz-Mlrza, Shah ot Persia, as Envoy Extraor- 
dinary. 
His mission, was to negotiate the le- 
galization of the claim made by Kosaia to a con- 
siderable part of the Persian territory, which 
had already been seized by the Ciar. The 
policy which was subsequently pursued In Turkey 
was inaugurated here. 
Prince MenschikoR con- 
ducted the negotiations on the part of Russia with a. 
bluutness bordering on rudeness, which so offended 
the Shah that he abruptly terminated them aurt 
endeavoied to secure the person of toe Prince as a 
hostage. The aeceased-socceeded in escaping, and 
on reaching the Russian Hues promptly inaugurated 
hostilities. Seizing possession of Anapa (1828) he 
advanced into Europe as Commander-in-Chlef of the 
Russian army, and laid siege to Varna, a seaport 
town on the BlacK Sea, In European Turltey. He was 
.severely wounded during this siege, and was com- 
pelled to relinquish his command. But the war thus 
commenced with Persia and Turkey was vigorously 
prosecuted by Pasteewltch, afterwards 
entitled 
JSrwanskoi and DIebitscb, titled for his exploits 
Zaualkanskoi, whose capture of Varna ana victories 
at Balkan, PotI, Kara and Akhaltztt completely 
prostrated Persia and compelled the Snltau of Tur- 
key to accept the terms of Russia, which were rati- 
lled at Adrianople during tne sprlng-of 1823. 
HIS CAltEER A3 ADMIRAL ANO JTOJlhTER OT JtABINK. 
If Prince MenschUcoffs services had been of im- 
portance to Russia tliey were rewarded in a princely 
inauner. He was appointed Governor General of 
Finland, subsequently Admiral of the Russian Navy, 
anil atterwards Minister of JftArinc. The first ap- 
pointment was made In 18,11, as soon as he had 
thoroughly recovered from the effects of his wound. 
At this time tho Russian navy existed almost en- 
tirely on paper. The Prince, with the energy th.it 
ever characterized his acts, set about restoring and 
improving it. In fact, the Baltic tieet, wnlch was 
atterward!, destroyed By the allied fleet during the 
Crimean wai, was created by him. Foi twelve \e-ir3 
he labored to build np a. formidable navy and. to 
make Russia a ureat maritime Power. That he did 
not succeed" was due to the disadvantages winch 
Russia labored under, ana not to any want ofeui-igy 
or skill on his part. His career as Govnrnor of I in- 
land, as well as of Minister of Marme, was slgnaily 
successlul. with the means given him lieprepaied 
all the s<-anorts under his control for the clash of 
arms ^ 1th Turkey, which all saw to ue ine\ Itabie. 
Every rcheio along the Baltic was felt the adminis- 
trative abilities ot the Vice Admiral and Chlei of tlie 
Native fetalf of the Empire, by wnlsn title Prince 
Meuschikoirwas olllolally known. 


THE CRIMEAN WA.R- 
Mcanwhlle Russian diplomacy hafl been preparing 
for another conflict with Turkey. In 185J the de- 
ceased woa aont to Constantinople to Insist upon tue 
riglit of Russia to luterlore in behall of the Cnrlstlon 
subjects of the Porte, batter Known as the "Question 
of tlio Holy Places." Whether the Envov acted 
under instructions la not yet known, but it Is certain 
that his conduct at Constantinople TVUS most oOeu- 
sive to the Forte, causing, for the first, time in Turk- 
ish history, the resignation of a Minister In the pcrsou 
of the late Fund i'acha. The rupture or peaceful 
relations which followed is well know n. Upon tho 
inauguration of war he promptly assumed the oiien- 
sive, and the'vlctory over the Turkish fleet at binope 
WM no doubt due to his 8KII1 In organizing tne 
Russian navy. He was placeil In comuiaud of the 
land and naval forties In the <Ji imea. ami here liu met 
with, nothing but disaster- Commanding at tile 
battles of Alma and Inkorman he lost both, autt 
tnough he succeeded in strengthening Sebastopot 
the loss of the flrst named battle was a -severe blow 
to the Russians in March, 1535, he was superseded 
bv i'rlnce GortUiakoirand made commander of crou- 
stadt but did nothing ol importance during tne re- 
mainder of the -war. 


HIS LA1KR YEARS OCT OP FA.VOK 


Soon after tne death of Nicholas and aoceision of 
AlL\anaer H,, a treaty of peace was signed am! tho 
Hardened. Prince MeuschiKoff was then deprived 
of the Governorship of Finland aud the Mlnistty of 
Marine, retaining only his rank, of admiral. He e\ er 
after lived in comparative retirement, so far as tak- 
ing part In the political oflairs of the empire is con- 
cerned. He was, however, ttio Tecognlzed hosul of 
the national or Russian party, wnose opposition to 
all kinds of reform and intense hostility to the in- 
troduction of torelffu ideas and customs into tlio 
empire are well known. Personally Prince Mensclu- 
koff was blunt m his manners and by no means a 
pleasant companion. He waa, however, a nuu of 
decided ability. To use the language of another 
writing of him, his character exhibited that "sin- 
gular mixture of barbarism and culture 10 olten 
found a-isocutod in tbe Russian mind, manners and 
nolitica."

As soon as the announcement of the new time 
table was made a grand council of war was held by 
the drivers, and the demerits of the ooaoxious docu- 
ment and its author were rrealy canvassed. Mr. 
Queen's name was conoled with epltnets the reverse 
of complimentary, auX Uis time table was scouted 
and condemned. 
"Ah, the mane, chatra' old blaygnard," exclaimed 
one, "its thrying to get the best of us he is, pre- 
tendin' to be fnndly, and tellln, us its ail lor our 
good, and all the time he's woriang ihe flesh off our 
bones and we only gettln' two dollars a day." 
••Thrue for you, Bill," said another; -two dollars 
a-day is no pay at all for the work we do. It is too 
hard already, and two fifty a day wouldn't half pay 
lor it, and now he wants to put more on us." 
"I'll tell you what it is, boys," broke in another, 
"we'll have to stop this business nsrht here and let 
old Qum know tuat he can't impose on us any 
longer. I'd see him d 
d before I'd work for him. 
If he thinks he can run this thing as ue did In Brook- 
lyn he'll find himself mistaken " 
Some of the men went to work in tne morning, but 
by two o'clock all had knocked off and not a car was 
running. To an laqulry as to the cause of some of 
the drivers resuming work in the morning when 
there was a unanimity of feeling among the strikers 
in regard to the Injustice of tne new time table 
one of the men responded, "You see, sir, we didn't 
want to put Yank Murphy in the hole; he's the night 
foreman, and a clever feller and kind to the men: he 
asked us to drive and we didn't like to reluae.1' This 
Yank Murphy seema to be a great favorite with the 
men, who call him "yank" or "good natured 
Murph," as the case may be. 
Mr. Qneen has discharged a good many of the men 
concerned in the late strike, which has caused con- 
siderable Indignation against him. 
One of the de- 
capitated is an old man named Alexander lilass, 
who has been in the company's service fourteen 
years. 
At about two o'clock Mr. Queen emerged from the 


office, on tne corner of Sixty-fourth, street, and 
harangued the drivers assembled about the depot, 
ais a-euments, however, lailetl to convince tliein, 
and the? relused to return to duty. A committee ol 
turee of their number was appom ted to couler with 
tue officers of the company and urge the injustice of 
Mr. Queen's demands. Yesterday morning the drivers 
were Informed that a new time table agreeable to 
their wishes would be made, and that xu the meau 
time the cars would be run according to the old 
table, ana no extra worfc or time wouid be put 
upon them, They were also info.med that ttieir 
wages were Increased to $250 a day. When this 
announcement was made the men applauded vo- 
cilerously, and soon after returned to wort, so that 
the cars are now running as usual. 
This concession ou the part of the company is said 
to have been made by Judge blossou, one or the 
directors. 
The men state that they have been 
promised by the company that no more-men shall 
uc discharged. t>r Mr. Queen, tor participation in the 
late strike.

Tlie Collision Between the Svlvajo Stream and 


the State of New TTork—decision. 


Before Jndge Benedict. 


The Harlem ana Sfew York Transportation Com- 


pany vs.'' Tlie Steamboat State of New forte

following decision was rendered In this case yester- 
day:— 


This was a cause of collision instituted by the own- 
ers of the steamboat Sylvan Stream against the 
steamboat State ot New York to recover the 
damages sustained 
by the 
former vessel In 
a collision which occurred In the East river 
on the afternoon of the lath day or January, lain. 
The Sylvan Stream Is one of the fast steamers which 
make hourly trips netween pier 24 Bast river and 
Harlem, and the «tate of Ne^r York Is a Sound 
steamer, whose berth la at the upper side of the 
same pier. The Bailing hour of tne State of New 
York Is four P. M., at which time tlie Sylvan Stream 
arrives at pier 27, and when the tide Is Hood she at 
that hour lauds at the end of the pier, with her head 
down stream. To avoid embarrassing each other it 
has been tne practice between these two boats, 
that when npon tha four o'clock trip the 
Harlem, 
boat 
arrives near pier 
24 
before 
the 
state of 
Nev 
York 
has commenced 
to move out of her berth she stops a pier or two 
above pier 24 to allow the State of N'ew York to pass 
out ahead of her If ready to move. II the State of 
New York Is not ready then the Harlem boat starts 
again aud makes her landing at the end of the pier 
Delore the State of New York leaves her berth. On 
tlie day of the collision the Sylvan Stream arrived 
beiore the State of New York had started, aud, lu 
accordance with the usage, stopped oil' pier 27, and, 
as sbe says, blew her whistle to call the attention of 
the State of New York to her presence. The State rl 
New York did not begin to move, aud accordingly 
ihe Sjavan Stream started again to make her 
lauding.

After sno had begun to move out It 
waa, however, discovered by those on board ol the 
State or New York that the Sylvan Stream had al- 
ready started, whereupon the engine of the State or 
New YorK was at once stopped aud reversed: but 
before her headway could be entirely stopped sue 
struck the Sylvan Stream a sauarc blow upon the 
end of the starboard shaft, the bylvan Struam hav- 
ing then arrived at the end of pler21, and being just 
about to throw out tier plank. The blow was not. a 
heavy one, as the State of New York was barely 
moving, Her stern not being over three feet outside 
the end or the pier, but being upon the stiait 
It caused an injury to the engine for which 
suit is now brought. These lacts, which aie undis- 
puted, make a clear case m favor or tue libcilunt. as 
It apueara to me. It was a manifest error m the 
State 01 New York to commence to move alter the 
Stream had started up and was reaching in to make 
her landing at pier 24. She should have waited 
until the Stream had reached ner landing place at 
the pier. The stream having commenced landing 
before the state of New York commenced to move 
was under the circumstances entitled to complete it 
without embarrassment from the State or New York, 
and this she could have done without causing; delay 
of more than a minute or two. Much evidence was 
given upon tne hearing tending to show on the one 
aide that the Stream stopped and backed her 
engine after the State of 
New York

to move, when ahe might have kept on and thus 
have avoided the collision, and on the other side to 
snow that >he was compelled to stop aad back to 
avoid running into the pier. But it is clearly shown 
that ahe made her landing In the usual way, and if 
It be assumed that me evidence shows that in case 
she had kept on by her pier the collision would have 
been avoicleo, the fact is not material In the aspect 
In which I view tuo case. The operation or landing 
at the end or the pier was a simple and well known 
operation, to be executed with, despatch in a 
rapid tlda way.

Perhaps if street railways 
were as numerous and as cheap in London as 
they are here Hansom cabs would already 
have lost their popularity in the British me- 
tropolis.

The Pacific Kuilroud aud the SUCK Canal—A 


Steam Belt Around the World. 


For more than forty centuries the world has 


been reaching towards Asia. 
Eastward or 


westward has made but little difference ; the 
great commercial and maritime problem has 
been to shorten the distance in the direction 
of the countless millions of India and absorb 
their trade. 
In the attempt to solve this 


problem Portugal doubled the Cape of Good 
Hope and Spain launched her pinnaces wcst- 
ffar^iato the unknown sea which lay beyond 
the dreaded portals of Hercules. The Portu- 
guese effort gave a tremendous impulse to 
Western Europe and infused such- a civiliza- 
tion into its Atlantic coast that no commercial 
enterprise was too daring and no geographical 
exploration too difficult to be undertaken. 
Man. learned what the world was, and Bet 
about the task to make it bend to his energies. 
Barrier after barrier went down before the 
sturdy pioneer. 
Those nations which led in 


the conquest became the most powerful in 
Europe. Portugal and Spain floated their 
flags over more than a third part of the hab- 
itable globe. 
England followed, and the 


rickety kingdoms of India, rotten with wealth, 
went down at the touch of her sword. Half 
of the New Woria came under the shadow of 
the English Cross of St. George and the 
Meur de Lis of France. Those were grand 
filibustering days, and under their action the 
world ceased to be flat. 


The world's mania to reach India has 


constantly increased. The Continent which 
Columbus found between Spain and China has 
been subdued, populated, bound together with 
iron bands and finally bridged. Over three 
thousand three hundred miles of continuous 
rails linfr the Atlantic Ocean with the Pacific. 
To-day New York and China are connected by 
steam on nearly a straight line. 


Under the grand Asiatic movement France, 


as well as ourselves, has undertaken a gigantic 
work—in an. engineering pointof view far greater 
than our Pacific Eailroad. It has been pushed 
forward ^srith an. energy which in no respect 
is inferior to that which has characterized our 
own movements. As here, so there, capital 
has been lavishly expended. The object has 
been, to complete the connection of the Medi- 
terranean and the Red Sea at the earliest 
moment. It is now supposed that the canal 
will be opened to commerce before the.close of 
the present year. In this immediate opening 
we see something more than the mere desire 
to reach India. Were it to be completed ten 
years hence it would perhaps fail to meet the 
full measure of its object. It would scarcely 
answer for Europe to give us ten years 
the 
start, 
commercially 
or 
politically, 


on 
a 
short 
route 
to 
India. 
The 


two hundred millions of dollars foreign com- 
merce of China and the growing importance 
of the trade of other Indian countries demand 
that Europe should cling fast to what she has. 
Young America threatens to give the Old 
World a rough race for empire. Bone, sinew 
and energy are the competitors against wealth 
and established power. 


The Suez Canal was undertaken upon, foreign 


territory by France. It has none of those 
great local national advantages attached to it 
that our Pacific Railroad has. No great unde- 
veloped territory lies upon its flauTts ; nothing 
but desert sands. Our great trade artery seta 
in active developmerr: not less than a million of 
square miles of territory unsurpassed for fer- 
tility of soil and mineral wealth. The Suez 
Canal, however, is to the Mediterranean na- 
tions what the discovery of the Cape of Good 
Hope route to India was to Western Europe. 
It will give them extraordinary vigor and a 
new commencial existence which will place the 
European Latins more upon an equality with 
the great Saxon-English element which has 
rolled so irresistibly westward. We are dis- 
posed to believe that the great idea of France 
in the cutting of the canal was the same that 
we found underlying the invasion of Mexico and 
the oil-repeated attempts to gain control of 
South America—that is, the development of 
the Latin race, and the consequent building 
up of all those nations of Europe whose cradle 
is the Mediterranean. These nations already 
feel the movement of the French dredges in 
the Suez Canal. Venice, alone, has raised a 
very large sum of money to repair her docks. 
The whole of Italy must take a bound forward, 
Marseilles and Toulon must become the Indian 
and Chinese ports of France. The first ship of 
fifteen hundred tons that passes the canal will 
be the signal of a victory greater than any 
that France ever yet achieved. 
At the same 


moment the European Latin races will double 
their strength. The whole world will gain, for 
it will be the completion of a steam belt around 
the world oo, the shortest practicable route, 
but little longer than the equatorial circumfer- 
ence of the earth. 


The construction of the Suez Canal will coat 


about half the money that our Pacific Railroad 
represents. Naturally in these great under- 
takings one of the great moving forces is indi- 
vidual profit. We have no doubt that upon a 
thorough examination it will be found that 
certain individuals have made vast sums 
out 
of 
the 
Suez 
Canal 
enterprise. 


"We have heretofore demonstrated what gigan- 
tic swindling schemes have attended the con- 
struction of the 
Pacific road. 
Our great 


highway would, however, be cheap to us at a 
cost of flve hundred millions of dollars. Com- 
mercially it places the United States in con- 
tact with Asia ; internally it will make North 
America sparkle with cities; politically, as a 
national binding force, it is invaluable. 
It 


will be the great passenger route between the 
civilized world and Asia. We must not sup- 
potio, however, that it will be used for the 
through trade of India and China. This is a 
dream. None but goods of rare value, de- 
manding rapid despatch, can pay such prices 
as will, of necessity, be demanded, 
ffom 


Canton via San Francisco to New York, 
ten thousand three hundred miles, it will bo 
difficult to ship a ton of freight for less than 
one hundred and fifty dollars. From Canton 
to New York via the Suez Canal, about eleven 
thousand five hundred miles, the same ton of 
freight can be shipped by fast freight steamers 
for less than one-third tho above amount. The 
Pacific Railroad will supply our Mississippi 
valley and the Pacific slope with Asiatic goods 
through San Francisco. 
It cannot supply 


New York and the Atlantic slope. Now that 
we have the great steam passenger belt around 
the globe it ia of vital importance that we cut 
a Darien Canal and complete a trade belt also. 
The Atlantic coast of tbe United States and 


this wtcle Continent will never know what 
commercial greatness is until this is done. 


Tho Custom Bouse. 


Affairs at the Custom House have almost 


reached the culminating point; and within 
the present week, probably, the guillotine and 
scavenger's broom will be at work lopping off 
official heads and clearing out the official 
fungi that has accumulated during the past 
few years. In the past ten days a number of 
appointments and removals have been made, 
but these were merely such appointments as 
were very necessary to be made to enable the 
department to perform its functions efficiently. 
Collector Grinnell has been for two days at 
Washington and will probably return io-day, 
and his return will be signalized by the per- 
manent organization of the staff. 
The most 


disastrous havoc, it is expected, will accrue to 
the brood of harpies who hold sinecure posi- 
tions, drawing large salaries for nominal, and, 
in some instances, purely imaginary services, 
and among this latter class are many Bohe- 
mian and other pretended editorial writers 
and magazine scribblers. Retrenchment will 
be the watchword of the new regime, and to 
this beneficent end, in addition to the abolish- 
ment of individual offices and the reduction of 
the clerical force, some of the subdivisions or 
departments will be consolidated with existing 
bureaus. There will be the usual rejoicings 
and discomfiture at the prospective changes, 
but those who rejoice, being the greater part 
of the community, will largely outnumber the 
weepers, who are to be known by the hapless 
appellation of the "outs." 


Tbe Oaa Bill in Danger. 


People are not to have protection against the 


abuses practised by the gas companies for the 
asking. Such is the appearance in Albany 
just now. The Gas bill passed through the 
Assembly without difficulty, much to the sur- 
prise of those who did not reflect that the gas 
men, being good financiers, would naturally 
prefer to buy up the less numerous body where 
one would suit their purpose as well as another. 
The bill is now in the Senate, and there is a 
suspicious tendency to defer action on it. 
Judging by the past it will do no great violence 
to the fame of the legislators to see a connection 
between this tendency and the hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars belonging to the gas com- 
panies that is now on deposit at the State 
capital. Shall the public interest be now 
deliberately and coolly sold out by the Senate ? 
This bill embodies in its provisions a pro- 
tection to our citizens that becomes daily more 
necessary. Without it we shall still be, as we 
have been in the past, at the mercy of corpo- 
rations that hold a monopoly on the supply of 
the best artificial light practicable for use. 
Without gaslight we cannot live in cities. 
As 


the law now stands we are compelled to pay 
an excessive price for a poor article, we have 
the most vexatious rules imposed upon us, and 
we have no redress anywhere. 
This winter 


the people have forced the Assembly up to the 
point of enacting a law that promises improve- 
ment. Shall that law now be bartered away 
by the huckstering legislators of the other 
house? We fear it will be unless the popular 
will ia expressed in a way to make the Senate 
forget for the time that money on. deposit. 


CANADIAN-RETAI.IATIOIT.—The members of 


the Canadian Legislature, in session at Ottawa, 
have commenced their annual attempt to re- 
strict or prohibit the fishing trade of the United 
States on the coast of the Dominion. In this 
course they have the support of the Nova 
Scotiana, one member going so far as to advo- 
cate the total exclusion of foteign fishermen 
from the colonial possessions. This Parlia- 
mentary exhibition of jealousy towards us 
may with great truth be classed as "scaly."' 
The only remedy, however, for our govern- 
ment to adopt is the Christian one of annexa- 
tion, from Newfoundland to Nova Scotia and 
Ottawa, of the entire territory, "hook, bob, 
line and sinker."

Cenerol Grant and tbe Radical Mannsrern— 


What will He »o with TUemt 


The republican managers, through their vari- 


ous newspaper organs, east and west, are dis- 
cussing the important question, "What shall we 
dowithGeneralGrant? They are already begin- 
ning to look upon him as their white elephant, 
or as a sort of second Andy Johnson more 
dangerous than the first. They are hard to 
)lease. What just ground of complaint have 
they against General Grant? None in the 
world. Has he not faithfully adhered to the 
Chicago platform? Has he not actively sup- 
>orted the ratification of the fifteenth amend- 
ment of the constitution for the establishment 
of equal suffrage to all male citizens over the 
age of twenty-one, whites, negroes, Chinese, 
Indians and all? Has he not, in his appoint- 
ments to office, established the doctrine of 
equal rights to whites, blacks and reds—in a 
}lack man, for instance, as minister to Liberia 
and another to Hayti, and another as internal 
revenue assessor in New Orleans, and another 
as postmaster of Columbia, S. C., and in an 
[ndian as Commissioner of Indian Affairs ? 
He has done all these things, and with the 
consent and applause of the Senate. Nor has' 
he forgotten women's rights, for, beginning 
with Richmond, late the Confederate capital 
of Jeff Davis, he has appointed a fair propor- 
tion of women as postmasters. 


In all these appointments he has certainly 


labored in good faith to carry out the extreme 
radical dogma of equal rights of men of all 
colors to vote, and of equal right to hold office 
by white women, along with white men, red 
men and black men. He has, moreover, gene- 
rously done the best he could in the division of 
the spoils to satisfy the republican members 
of both houses -of Congress, and especially the 
managers of the Senate; and all this for the 
sake of peace with the party electing him and 
with Congress. At the same time, in behalf of 
peace and harmony in the South, he has turned 
adrift the men of Andy Johnson and has put 
in their places not only white republicans, 
known as carpet-baggers and scalawags, but 
reconstructed white rebel soldiers and repre- 
sentative loyal blacks; and, above all, he has 
caused it to be understood in every section 
and among all parties that, whether he 
likes or dislikes this or that law, he will faith- 
fully execute all the laws of the United States. 
And he is faithfully executing them, Tenure of 
Office law, all the amendments of the consti- 
tution, and all the reconstruction laws of Con- 
gress included. 


Could mortal man do more in the White 


House as the embodiment of the Chicago plat- 
form and the republican party? No. 
Did 


anybody ever expect General Grant to do so 
much ? Wo. Why, then, all these discords in 
the camp and all this clamor against General 
Grant from the party organs and managers? 
It is simply because in giving out some three 
thousand offices General Grant has failed to 
satisfy the thirty thousand men who had ex- 
pected these offices. 
To the twenty-seven 


thousand who are disappointed and their 
backers we are indebted for all this hue and 
cry against General Grant. Spoils, spoils— 
it is all about the spoils. 
But the seed is 


sown, and a good crop of weeds is already 
beginning to sprout among the spring wheat. 
The truth is that, as the republican party has 
gained its extreme demands, and has no longer 
any great principles to fight for, it has nothing 
to do but to wrangle and squabble over the 
spoils, which is the beginning of a general dis- 
integration and break up. 


What, then, will General Grant do with the 


republican managers? It is evident that 
whatever he may do now to harmonize them 
around his administration he will fail. His 
proper course is no longer to attempt to har- 
monize their conflicting claims, demands or 
suggestions, but to pursue his owa policy; 
for by this course, whatever may befall the 
republican party in the interval, the adminis- 
tration party in 1872 will be master of the field. 
General Grant's services as a soldier settled 
the election of 1868. His policy as a states- 
man during his present four years' term will 
settle the election for the succession. 
Having 


fulfilled the republican programme the party is 
adrift; and the democratic party, from the 
complete defeat of its Tammany platform, is 
adrift; so that the best materials of both 
these parties may be fused by General Grant 
into the great party of the future, leaving 
the intractable managers, cliques and factions 
on both sides to shift for themselves. 


Cbina. and modern Proffregs. 


From our Washington news it appears that 


J. Ross Browne, our present Minister ai>Pekin, 
is of opinion that the Chinese are not in love 
with modern progress, and that he has trans- 
mitted to his government despatches accord- 
ingly. It is only a few days since Sir Ruther- 
ford Aleock notified the British government 
that flie sentiments of the Chinese people and 
government were not the sentiments repre- 
sented by Mr. Burlingame and.his colleagues. 
Mr. Ross Browne and Sir Rutherford Alcock 
thus both agree in saying that tho Chinese are 
opposed to modern progress. As proof oT 
this we are told that jealousy of foreigners is 
even more general and more intense than of 
old, and that Christian missionaries and native 
converts to Christianity are more in peril than 
ever. In the province of Sechuen, where there 
was a prosperous mission station, several 
Catholic missionaries and some hundreds of 
converts have just been massacred. 


Attempts have been made in England, and 


attempts will bo made here, to deny the truth- 
fulness of those reports. 
For ourselves we 


have no doubt that they are true. That Mr. 
Burlingame very correctly represents a party 
in China wo have no doubt. This, in fact, is 
proved by the high social standing of the men 
who accompany him. Mr. Burlingamo.'s party, 
however, is the advance party—the party of 
progress. 
Honorable and influential these 


men unquestionably are; 
but 
it would 


bo strange if they represented faithfully and 
fully the four hundred millions of China. 
In speaking and writing, a& well as thinking 
about China, wo ought always to bear in mind 
the exceptional character of this people. They 
are numerous—-the largest nation by far on the 
face of the earth. The territory they occupy 
is compact; their language, more effectually 
than their wall, has kept them apart from tho 
rest of tho world; and their religion antedates 
Christianity by some five hundred years. They 
are a people who have advanced far In the 
science of philosophy; and though, their ma- 
terial civilization ia essentially different from 
ours it is br no means to be dosniaed. They 


mve lived and prospered and been contentcS 
"or a period the commencement of which must 
be sought ages before the Christian era. 
Is it 


oaderful that resisting and reactionary influ- 


ences should make themselves felt when the 
>owerful pressure Of modern civilization is 
disturbing their ancient habits of thought and 
driving them out of their ancient grooves? 
Thousands of Chinamen have found their way 
.0 Australia, and thousands more have sought 
and found a home and wealth on the western 
slopes of the Rocky Mountains ; but while 
hose thousands are exercising a powerful in- 
luence at home in favor of progress the resist- 
ing, stubborn, interested, unreasoning multi- 
tude remains, and nothing but a fierce agony 
of revolution can force the nation within the 
aala of modern civilization. 
Rome was not 


amlt in a day, and as we have not yet reached 
that period described by the prophet when 
nations are to be born in a day we must not be 
impatient with China. H is our duty, as one 
of the greatest nations of modern times, to take 
this big andbackward sister by the hand, to lead 
ier forth as gently as possible, to insist on 
advancement, but to use no force until 
force has become an actual necessity. Mr. 
Burlingame has perhaps blown the trumpet a 
little too loudly, but that is no sufficient reason 
why we should despair of China. 


Isr THE CUSTOM HOUSE. — Reform has begun 


well in the New York Custom House, in the 
interest of the merchants and not of politicians 
and office-holders. This is the first time in a 
long while that reform has begun in that par- 
ticular way. 


VlStBIE PIOTTJEE9 OF iNTIStBt-E THINGS. — 


In a police court we generally see too much 
of the rough realities of life — a too broad 
reliance upon facts. But ia Judge Dowling's 
court there is not enough of this, as we have 
just seen in the ridiculous investigation before 
him of the spiritual photograph humbug, and 
in" his moat ridiculous decision, discharging 
Mumler with a grand advertisement and full 
freedom to inveigle all the countrymen he can 
into his gallery. Justice in police courts has 
a very peremptory prerogative to protect the 
people against rogues, and it has this in its 
favor, that it need not always stand upon the 
nice and embarrassing formalities of the law. 
Upon the complaint of the Mayor that Mum- 
ler was getting money on false pretences, and 
upon the showing by experts how the pictures 
could be made, Dowling should have decided 
the case, unless the accused could affirma- 
tively show that his pictures were made in. 
some other way. 
Common sense and reality 


are not to be departed from in such tribunals, 
or every bedlamite can give his own crazy 
reasons for misconduct, and there is no safety 
whatever.

A nght thereupon ensued, and both 
partiea having pistols firing commenced—Marshall 
aided by his friends. Holmes was shot tbrongn. the 
breast, and staggering to the conrt House fell dead. 
An inquest waa held, tne jury returning a verdict 
that deceased came to his aeath from a gun shot 
wound at the hands of some person unknown. The 
affair creates the greatest excitement in trie county, 
where Holmes was exceedingly popular among tlie 
negroes, having been elected to the convention by 
2,000 majority over a white candidate. An order has 
been issued lor the arrest of Marshall and party, 
but they have not yet been apprehended.

The legislation to-day was such a confused mass 


that one can hardly pick anything out of it. The 
Senate spent nearly the whole day discussing the 
Appropriation bill, and at this writing are still so 
engaged. No contest arose on the Sheriffs fees bill 
in tbe House. The amendments made in the Senate 
were not disputed, and, therefore, the bill passed by 
a vote satisfactory to its friends— 74 to 26— and as 
agreeable to the Sherm* himself, who watched its 
fate oa the ftoor, as could be expected under the cir- 
cumstances. 
A skirmish on the Canal bill for an appropriation of 
$10 000,000 amounted 10 little, as a two-thirds vote 
could not be obtained. 
The opposition was well 
met by me friends of the.canals, foremost among 
whom was Mr. Bender, of Buffalo, who represents 
the head waters of the Erie Canal. 
Mr. piunfcett succeeded in passing the bill for the 
recovery of the Doherty property In the Twen^y- 
second ward, which was escheated. 
Both, branches of the Legislature are getting- 
nearly worn out with work, and it is not Improba- 
ble that if the Taa. Levy, Appropriation and Supply 
bills can be got through with this week that a con- 
current resolution to adjourn on Friday next may 
prevail. 
At the afternoon session of the Assembly an Inter- 
esting family feud in the republican party occurred 
on the discussion upon the Tax Commissioners' bill. 
The democrats on the floor sat silently by and en- 
joyed the quarrel, feeling, no doubt, that there was 
no necessity 
to spoil the "Kilkenny cat" 
business 
in 
which

engaged. Several republicans, led off by Hegeman, 
of Dutcheas, supported the bill and had to submit to 
a severe castigation from Husted, of Westchester, 
and McLeod, of New York. The latter made a 
rambliflir, violent partisan oration, which very few 
heard and nobody paid attention to. Hustedwaa. 
as usual, trite and .vehement. He threatened that 
the republicans who voted for the bill would 
never be sent back by their constituency,. 
and declared

republican partv in the 
House to be disintegrated and demoralized- He- gave 
all honor to the democratic members for their uni- 
form adhesion to- party rule and the fidelity with 
which they held to the authority of their Tammany 
leaders; He could not say so much for his own 
party, who had again and again during the session 
gone over to the enemy, and, whether they accepted 
tne thirty pieces or silver, like Judas, on this occa- 
sion or not, would be likely to meetrthe fate of Judas 
at ihe hands ot their constituency.

priation bill. Among the amendments W an appro- 
priation of $275,000 to pay for lauds taken for the 
purposes of the new Capitol. 


IMPROVEMENT OF THE CANALS. 
Mr. BAMLEII called up the resolution proposing an 
amendment to tn« constitution authorising the btate 
to borrow $10,000,000 for the enlargement and iiu- 
provemont of tho canala. Discussion on the resolu- 
tion ensued. 


VETO MESSAGE rROSI THE GOVERNOR. 
During the discussion on the Canal Enlargement 
resolution, the Governor's bccrotaryappeAred with. 
a veto to the bill amending the act in relation to a 
certain highway and certain high\v ay taxes in Hamil- 
ton county, passed in 1807, aa amended by the law 
of 1808. 
The act which the bill proposes to amend directs 
the Comptroller to pay over certain moneys to the 
special commisalonor named in the act. Out ot 
these moneys the commissioners are authorized 
to retain certain sums as compensation for 
their

to

audited, allowed and 
ccrtlircd 
by the

Comptroller, upon a detailed statement of such ser- 
vices, duly verilled by tho commissioners claiming 
aucli compensation, and upon auch other evidence 
aa the Comptroller may require It appears chat in 
1807 the Commissioner lUea with the comptroller a 
report of moneys received, tueir charges ana dis- 
bursements. Tho Comptroller refused and still re- 
fuses to allow the account ao rendered. The bill, 
without making provision for an inveatigatlon or ro- 
exauiuuLtlon, directs tho Comptroller to pay these 
claima aa presented, and atnkea out the provision of 
the original act for the future auditing of similar 
accounts. The Governor submits that it is not a 
wise policy to take from Ihe Comptroller tho power 
to audit these accounts. There should be re- 
sponsibility for the expenditure to some super- 
visory authority. The bill confera extraordinary 
powera on special commissioners. Relating to the 
tax upon certain towns for roads running through 
others, requires the commissioners of certain, towns 
to asaesa-a highway tax upon landa owned bv non- 
residents for tho benefit of their road. It authorizes 
the commissioners to Borrow $3,ooo on tho credit or 
tlicso highway taxes; but the bill contains no ex- 
plicit directions for tho use thereof. The. special 
commissioners seem Invested with power to claim 
all non-resident taxes in tho towns named lor a pe- 
riod of years to come, and to act with mummed 
power to levy tax on non-realdent lands, and to act 
as overseers in the several towns. At the same time, 
tho commissioners are made responsible to no one.

Tbe JProjlosed A^glo-Amerxcan "5Tae»t Race™" 


The' English and American REodes of DXea*- 
gnremenf. 


[From the Pall Hall Gazette, AprO.15.] 


The NEW YORK HERALD, which writes with some 


authority on yachting matters, has some very fair 
comments on tne hitch whieJt has occurred in the 
proposed Anglo-American, yacht race across the 
Atlantic. 
The- point in dispute is this: By New 
York, measurement the Dauntless, which is to com- 
pete wlthMr. Asttoury's yacht, is about the aame 
tonnage as the Cambria, whereas by Thames mea- 
surement she Is double thestze. Mr. Ashbury, taking 
the measurement of his own country, is therefore 
called upon to compete with a-vessel which he be- 
lieves to be heavier m tonnage than bis own. The two 
modes of measurement ought to be equalized, but 
this cannot be done in time for the proposed race, 
and Mr. Ashbury has referred the whole dispute 
to the arbitrament of*lhe yacht congress, Tae 
HERAU)—in other words, Mr. Bennett—admits that 
Mr.. Ashbnry "puts handsomely in the attitude of a 
man who desires only fair play." At the aame time 
it warns American, yachftueu not to expect easy 
victories this summer over their English cousins. 
Tne English yacht Is built on fine lines, while the 
American yacht is broad and avoids depth. The 
wncer observes that both models may have been 
suggested by aiirerent waters and duTereut winds. 
"May not our model be the beat in our own broad 
rivers, or in the long sweep ot the oceau, and tne 
Bnn-Ilah model best in such chopping seas aa the 
CUannel?" The forthcoming contests will perhaps 
throw light on this question, aud we hope with Mr. 
Ashbury that some way may be fonna out of the 
dlQIcnltv which threateua to put an end to the prin- 
cipal nice—that between tue Dauntless and the 
Cambria.

BIr. Ashbary on the Proposed International 


Yacht Race. 


[From the London Daily iSewa, April 24.] 
It will be recollected that Mr. r. Aslibury, owner 
of the celenrated English-yacht Cambria, has thrown 
out. a, cuauenge to America, for a race aoroba the 
Atlantic to compete for tlie cup carried off by 
America- some, years since. Considerable correspon- 
dence has taken place as to the conditions of the 
contest, and the ~ measurement of the respective 
vessels. The Cambria, alter undergoing important 
alteucions at Cowes dunmr tlie winter, arrived off 
Brighton on Thursday to take in stores prepara- 
tory to a short cruise to test the efficacy of the new 
arrangements. 
Yesterday afternoon Mr. Aahbary entertained 
a select party of friends at a sumptuous repast, 
served on board the yacht Cambria- Among those 
present were Lord Sussex Lennox, Mr. M. D. Scott 
and Dr. Pickford (deputy lieutenants for the county 
of Sussex), Colonel Burrard (Grenadier Guards), 
Colonel Johnston, Colonel Croffton, Captain Boyle, 
Royal Navy. Captain Colquohon, <tc. Lord Lennox, 
in complimentary terms, proposed "The hca'th. of 
Mr. Ashbury, and aucceaa to the Cambria in all her 
undertakings." Mr. Ashbnry, in acknowledging the 
compliment, referred to the approaching inter- 
national contest. He said he should spare neither 
trouble nor expense to uphold not only the reputa- 
tion of the Cambria, but also the honor aud pride of 
thia country In yachting mattera. He wished our 
cousins across the Atlantic well, but attheaarnc 
time he wished ourselves better. (Cheers.) It waa 
not for him to expresa any opinion as to what the 
result of the race misht be. Although the cup was 
ot the Intrinsic value of only loo guineas, it had been 
in the poasesslou of America lor seventeen years, 
and no one had had the pluck, or the energy to 
compete for it. He thought the fact that it 
had been held so long showed that it wag worth 
competing lor. He had been told that a number of 
persona were going from London to New York, to 
see the reauit of tue race, and that the amount of 
money that would change hands in connection with 
the race waa something Incredible. He wished, 
ho-ncver, to atate that the race, whatever was the 
result, would not put £5 into hla pocket, neither 
should he lose any money upon It. The only prize 
that lie could gun would be the cup. A grCit deal 
lud been aaid about the difference in. the tonnaee of 
the veaaels. 0e desired in no shape or way to take 
advantage; but he did desire tlittt the veascl he com- 
peted with should be of the tonnage of tlia Cambria, 
and not double. But that matter had now passed 
out of his hands. He had submitted the technical 
question of measurement to the Royal Yachting 
Club who would report upon it when the American 
•vessels arrived In England, which he believed would 
be about the end of May. Tlie club would

whether, 
in 
ilieir 
opinion, 
the 
standard rule 
of 
thia 
country should 
be altered, and tliat opinion would be aubmitted 
to a yachting congreai, having representatives from 
every yachting club In Great Britaiu and Ireland. 
If the conirresa couflirned the view of the Royal 
Yachting Club thac it would be dealrable to alter 
the standard of measurement, so tliat the Dauntless 
might be brought within the terms or his challenge, 
he would willingly, whatever might be hia individual 
opinion, abide by tliat decision. The New }orK 
papers had criticised him rather severely ; Dut the 
fail Mall Gazette and other papers had done him 
tne justice of saying that he only desired to act m a 
perlculy creditable and atraigatforwara manner, 
it remained now to be seen what would bo done at 
the end of May. lint It seemed to him that if the 
measurement was altered, and the Dauntless did not 
come within tho terms of his challenge, the Amert- 
GJ.US would be bound in honor to Ilnd aotne other 
vessel that would do ao. At any rate, he bad thrown 
down tlie gauntlet In a perfectly fair manner, and it 
waa for them to take it up. (Cheers.)

In harness, tae flrst of tne tiro made 
l>y the respective ownersof the two mares, the other 
being to wagon lor a like- amount of money and to 
come off on Monday next- Since tae matches were 
made Lady Thorn has been a decided favorite 
among betting men, and thousands of dollars were 
wagered at long oflds, generally ranging at about 
two to one and sometimes higner on her. Just be' 
fore-the start the current odds was abonriootoao 
on Lady Thorn- This was due ln-a great measure to- 
ner prestige as queen of the turf- maav deeming it 
impossible for her to be beaten uader any circum- 
stance by her competitor, or, tn fact, by any other 
horse-now on the turf. Her backers were not disap- 
pointed In-ttus instance, as ahe did better than was 
generally expected ahewonld do under the unfavor- 
able circumstances dependent on the rase. She looked 
hardly fit for a- braising racei being ratner too full of 
nesh. and possessing a-general groaaness of appear- 
ance. She has hardly nan time to wear off her win- 
ter's keep, the weather navlng'been ao bad mat she 
was denied de-sharpening exercise she should1 have 
had. This race will, no> doubt. Drove.beneficial to 
her, and pufrner m proper trim for tae event of next 
Monday. She was la ranch the same condition yes- 
terday as ahe was when she commenced her cam- 
paign last season, fears then being expressed that 
ahe waa too lusty for qrncK ana lasting work. But 
it seems that It was just the thing for her, as she 
trotted bravely and successfully throughout the en- 
tire season, being beaten In only three races out of 
seventeen. This aeason may be a counterpart of the 
last, still she will nave horses to contend with this 
season superior to any she ever.had before. 
American Girl, although, defeated, showed her- 
aelf to- be a formidable competitor to Lady Thorn; in 
fact so formidable that under a different state of- 
torags, as regards preparation ana driving, she 
might have won the race, as she showed a very high 
rate of speed, as wEl be seen in our detailed account 
of the heats.

ENGLAND. 


Th. English Press Regarding the Designs of 


America, on Cuba. 


The London Morning Post of the 22d ultimo 
' observes:— 


The West Indies, with the exception of Haytl, 
Tvnicn Is Independent, pertain to several European 
Powers—to Great Britain, France, Spam and the 
iTetherlands. and one or tne Islands (St. Bartholo- 
mew), belongs to Sweden. It is quite apparent, 
therefore, that a blow struck by the United States at 
one of the group -would practically be scrncS at all, 
and it-would be no unreasonable presumption that 
tr. Cuba was -wrested irom Spain, 
Jamaica 
mignt In torn be taken rrom England and 
Martinique rrom France. The question, therefore, 
or 
a possible 
combination 
presents itself 
Jotwhatever commnntty of Interest nas existed 
petween Great Britain and France in 'dealing with 
European affairs, Spain, although geographically a 
TTestem Power, has for a variety or reasons lone 
leen thrown .out of account. It is Impossible (the 
Post continues) to shut our eyes to what is passing 
on the American continent or to the obvious bent of 
American policy. The recent acquisition of the Dan- 
ish possessions in the West Indies, and the purchase 
or the profitless and barren territory which pertained 
to Russia In Northwestern America, are evidences 
or a desire on the part ol the United States to ac- 
quire piecemeal all possessions on tne mainland 
or adjoining it -which belong to European Powers. 
The only matter in doubt is whether, when the 
American government is unable to induce a sale, it 
Trill endeavor to effect an annexation. That, II such 
should be the designs of the President and his ad- 
visers, they should begin with the Spanish posses- 
sions in natural enough. Spain is the weakest or the 
three Powers holding substantial possessions in the 
West Indies, and peculiar circumstances furnish 
something lite a pretest ror the appropriation of 
Cuba. Where pretexts are desired, However pre- 
texts are easily found, and it may be ror France and 
Great Britain to determine whether, In tie event of 
these deslftns on Cuba being carried Into execution 
they will aid Spain in retaining her colony or calmly 


The London Owl makes the following comment:— 
"We understand that the subjoined inTormation 
irom NewTork Is correct, since it was received 
the assertions have been so rax verlHea tnat the 
Spaniards having seized the Mary lowell, wtlch 
•was hovering suspiciously on the coast and attempt- 
Ing to communicate with the Insurgents, tee Ameri- 
can government have sent a large Iron-clad fleet to 
demand her restitution. The Spaniards will, no 
doubt, make a brave light for their possession, but 
It may be snatched rrom their grasp berore 
a tripartite Bali lance can be formed for tne 
joint defence or European West Indian posses- 
sions.

The feeling against 
England and France and Spain Is belnc carefully 
"worked np in Congress and In the public press so as 
to prepare the people ror the steps which Grant 
desires to take. 
He and his intimate mends 
ardently long ror a foreign war. This will not only 
Bive acquisition of territory, but will afford ample 
field for honor and give a new lease of power to the 
Eresent administration. The entire feeline pervaa- 
ig the hhrh officials Is one of hatred to England, 
and to France in a less degree. 
In a day 
or t two a yacht will leave here for Cuba, 
ostensibly for 
the 
purpose 
or a 
pleasure 
party. Its real mission is to learn the exact con- 
oltion of affairs and to communicate with the lead- 
ers of the Cubans. The persons on board will be in- 
Xormed what to do by this government. The coast 
of the island Is so. guarded by Spanish cruisers that 
it Is Impossible tor larger vessels to run in, ami sev- 
eral expeditions have been run off lately and railed 
to landing. The Fenian organization is active and 
In readiness to more apalnst the British possessions 
as soon as any difficulty arises, and the highest 
officers or the army and navy look to a serious 
quarrel at an early day. With these views you may 
look ror fresli demands on the Alabama question 
Knowing what I do, I forewarn you that there is u 
ieavy fatorm brewing ahead.

C14T10S. 


Hell CJnte Pilotage—The East River Bridge 


A regular Quarterly meeting ol the Captains an 


Vessel Owners' Association was held at the room 
of the society, 60 and 62 Pine street, yesterday after 
noon, at three o'clock, Mr. James A. Van Brnnt in 
the chair. Alter the regular routine business ha 
proceeded the secretary read the quarterly report o 
the different officers, from which It appeared that 10 
vessels were represented in the association, 222 
members and tonnage to the extent of 20,000. 


A letter was read Irom the president or the Phiia 


delphla association, expressing himself as ready to 
co-operate earnestly with the New York society and 
congratulating Its members upon the success which 
had attended their efforts. 
. 


A lengthy report of a committee which had been 


sent to Albany to oppose the bill now berore the 
Legislature, giving to the Hell Gate pilots hall pilot 
age for all vessels liable by their draught to the con 
dmons of general laws on the subject, was 
read. 
The committee strongly 
condemned the 
efforts 
of 
the 
Hell 
Gate 
pilots, who, i 
said, had 
been to Albany endeavoring 
to 
Influence legislation In their behalf by pathetic 
appeals regarding their impecunious condition. The 
committee further held that these pilots could not in 
equity or justice charge for services not performed, 
and that the State had no right to impose a law or 
the character proposed nnon the commercial inter- 
ests or the harbor. Should, however, the bill suc- 
ceed at Albany, the association intends to contest 
its constitutionality in the supreme Court or the 
United States. The committee was directed to con- 
tinue its active opposition to the measure. 
The reports or various other committees were then 
heard, and all bore npon the policy of the association. 
A communication from General Wrurht, one or the 
Brooklyn bridge commissioners appointed by the 
Secretary of War to examine the plans of the New 
York and Brooklyn Bridge Company and to give an 
opinion as to their utility and practicability in a com- 
mercial point of view, was read by the secretary. It 
Invited the presentation or any suggestions which 
the society had to ofler concerning the construction 
of the bridge, and upon this invitation Messrs. 
Waterbury and Squier were appointed to make an in- 
vestigation and report. An outline orthe-j: views was 
then given by the secretary. They believed the build- 
ing of the projected bridge, at an elevation of only 
112 reet above the nigh water level, as exceedingly in- 
jurious to all commercial traffic above Fulton rerry. 
The great expense and practical difficulties which 
vessels even below the average tonnage would en- 
counter in tryine to pass such an unnecessary ob- 
struction foreshadowed an evil or a more than 
serious nature. Schooners of extreme tonnage, and 
consequently lofty spars, not possessing the same 
facilities that belong to ships and all square rigged 
vessels, and beme also short-handed, would nnd it 
absolutely Impossible to continue their carrying 
trade v/lthout a heavy loss, both in time and money. 
Even pleasure yachts or the largest class would 
stumble on the impediment, and to all ships 
in the commercial marine it would be an insur- 
mountable, though useless obstacle, when erected as 
designed, at a height not originally contemplated by 
Its projectors, ana in palpable violation of the spine 
of the charter under which the bridge company 
stands incorporated by the Legislature. The associa- 
tion wil) give the company a vigorous opposition be- 
rore the commissioners, bnt it will confine its efforts 
solely to the worK of preventing the construction ol 
the bridge at an elevation where it might obstruct 
navigation. 
The names or several legal gentlemen were pre- 
sented for counsel to the association, bnt then- con- 
sideration was laid over till a future meeting. Mis- 
cellaneous business was then transacted, and the 
meeting, at four o'clock, adjourned.

Yesterday was the eight day that the lovers of bil- 


liards have gathered at Irving Hall to witness the 
contest for the championship or America. The at- 
tendance was by rar the largest it has been thus far. 
The interest has increased from day to day, and will 
doubtless continue to do so as the contest is reduced 
to narrower limits. There were two games played 
yesterday. The one In the aiternoon was between 
Deery anfl Khines. It was an Interesting one, as 
ror a time the result was exceedingly doubtful. 
Deery led off, but railed to count, and railed also on 
his second inning, bnt on his third he made 6 and on 
his fourth 27. Khines counted from the start, and 
on his fourth inning made 78, anfl continued to have 
fair runs lor some time. At the first call the score 
was In his favor, 124 to 45. At the two next calls it 
•was also in his lavor, but Deery had the good for- 
tune to Ret in a run otTse^ Bo^tu^t 'at the next call 
the balance was against RhTnes, the score stanaing, 
Deery, 243; Rhines, 206. The advantage that Deery 
thus secured was of but a moment, ror the score at 
the next call was twelve points in favor ol Khines. 
Again the scalej had p momentary dip under Deery's 
Bams, but finally Inclined in ravor or Rhines, he hav- 
ing .thrown into his side or the balance a weight or 
nearer two to one. Every call after this was in his 
favor—largely in his-ravor—up to the sixteenth call. 
Just before the fourteenth Deery had a remark- 
able run

A lew more good runs ror Deery made the score on 
the sixteenth call stand in his ravor, 1,007 against 
SOT.

Several wunesics were examined and the case 
was given to the jury, who, after a short delibera- 
tion, returned a verdict that Charles Fltzpatrick 
came to ma death rrom the result of injuries received 
from a fall.

There are indications from the numerous orders 


circulars and letters which are now being dis 
trfbuted rrom the office of Mr. Grlnnell, Collector o 
Customs at this pott, that some sweeping reforms 
will be made within s. very short time at the Custom 
House, and prominent among such reforms, it i 
believed, will be a curtailment or the fora 
of subordinate attaches 
and 
the 
demolition 


of some 
of

tapelsms which have under rormer 
risft 


seriously Impaired the efficiency and Integrity 
of tho department. Thus far, since Mr. Grinnell' 
accession to the office, very few absolute change: 
have been effected, either in tne conduct of customs 
business and affairs jrenerally or in the way of new 
appointments or supersednres. The Collector has 
In fact, been familiarizing himself with the routine 
and management of affairs as they existed 
under his predecessor, and informing hlmseir, by 
consultation with respectable business men and 
merchants and the chiefs of the auxiliary bureaus 
of the required modifications of present rules, and 
the amendment and substitution of other regulations 
for the government of the establishment and tne 
convenience and furtherance or the necessities ana 
aemanas of the commercial public. 


During the past eight years many abuses gradu- 


ally crept into Lhe administration or the customs 01 
this port, and these m cum were imitated on a lim- 
ited scale by some of the chief officials of the vanons 
departments and divisions. Some of the abuses re- 
ferred to were the result of neglect and indifference 
to the public wants and the interests of the mercan- 
tile community,while a still greater proportion arose 
from the pecnlations and devices of officials whose 
operations more closely resembled a systematized 
and colorably legal blackmail. 
Embarrassments 
were thrown in the way of the prompt transaction 
of business of the merchants and consignees, and it 
was in very many cases found that money would 
prostrate the red-tape obstacle which, an understrap- 
per haa set up of his own volition for -the better 
government" of his particular sphere of functions. 
All these little .incoherencies and trammels the 
new Collector is ferreting out and will, without a 
doubt, nnearth before many weeks have elapsed, 
when there will be a lively sha&ing among: til e dry- 
old bones of this fat and fertile valley. Mr. Grinnell 
has a large field to select from in ailing the vacant 
chairs of those who are lound to have been intriguing 
ind speculating npon their official authority, and it 
is reasonable to presume that there are those among 
;hem who conld and would discharge their duties 
aonestly and energetically. The proportion of 'ap- 
plicants for appointments a as fifty or sixty to one 
against the offices at his disposal, or the present 
force it is generally believed that a large number of 
efficient and upright officers will be retained, 
and the "weeding out" will be chiefly done 
with a view to 
retrenchment. 
Several 
of 
the existing sub-bureans and all the sinecures, 
which are the most shameless plague snot in the de- 
partment, will be abolished, and then; duties, nominal 
and real, will be assigned to other existing bureaus 
and divisions. A considerable number of the sine- 
cures are held by editorial writers for the press, 
Bohemians, novelists and sensational magazine con- 
tributors, all ot whom have some real or assumed 
connection with certain party journals 
and 
political 
periodicals, 
and their 
"innnonce" 
presumed 
by the outsiders to be the 
magnet which held them 
to their well sal- 
aried seats. They were convenient at times, as their 
quills were brought into occasional requisition to 
repel partisan onslaughts, and to dress np the ad- 
ministration, generally in rose-tinted attire, when it 
happened to be sailing serenely along, unmolested by 
the pirates and freebooters or political antagonists. 
These "will go by the board," and the officials whose 
departments at present only add embarrassment to 
the 
necessarily 
complicated machinery of the 
_rand 
system 
will 
"walk 
ttte pianE" or 
retrenchment and leave their budget or light but 
well paid functions to be picked up and attended to 
by the gentlemen, at the other end of the slab, who 
will still sail with the old ship. While, however 
;here are very many prospective "outs," both 
;hrough the contemplated permanent reduction or 
;he staff and the appointment of new hands to take 
the places of some or the outcasts, there are still 
very many officers whose departments conld not be 
consolidated if desired, and whose supersedure 
would be a serious hindrance, ii not befogging em- 
;arrassment, to the business of the Custom House. 
Several or the attaches have grown gray in the ser- 
vice, and others have been in various positions so 
ong and have so identified their duties with them- 
selves that to dismiss them would be to take 
out the mainspring or their offices and neces- 
jitate much inconvenience ana years of anil- 
Ing on the part of their successors to ramili- 
anze themselves with the requiremonts or their 
jositions.

On Monday last Collector Crinnell went to Wash- 
ngton for the purpose of consultation with the 
Secretary of the Treasury in relation to tne projected 
modifications and reforms. A few days since a me- 
morial, numerously signed by leading Importers of 
his city, was submitted to the Collector by a com- 
mittee of the Merchants' Cartmen's Association of 
ew York. Tlie petitioners called the attention of 
ar. Grinnell, in that circular, to the present method 
f conducting the business of delivering appraised 
oods from the Appraiser's stores, and to "an 
ibuse" in connection therewith which they allege 
*came into existence during the term of office of 
Ir. Henry A. Smythe, late Collector." They state 
hat formerly, when gootls had been appraised 
and passed an order for their delivery wtos at once 
ssued and the goods delivered rorthwlth, IT desired, 
,o the importers' aareutg; but as at present conducted, 
unless the importers employ certain cartmen, who are 
•reported to hold a peculiar position as regards the 
Appraiser's Department, a aelay or twenty-ronr 
hours takes place after the appraisement before the 
delivery orders are Issued." If this be true, it is a 
remarkable development of "axe grinding," and the 
revolntions of that stone should have the brakes put 
on. It is popularly accepted that a "rolling stone 
:athers no moss,'' bnt such a grindstone as that re- 
erreil to here is calculated to make the ."fnosa" and 
he very "rocks" themselves fly Into the laps of tli6 
riends or the "movement." Many 01 the memorial- 
sts say they have In their employ cartuion who 
have done their work well for years, ana they still 
desire to avail tliemselves of their services, but 
under the present system folio wed at the Appraiser's 
office the employment by merchants of their own 
cartmen causes the delay of twenty-four hours, 
while "if they employ otlier cartmen, well known at 
the Appraiser's office, there is no delay, and 
the delivery orders are 
signed 
Immediately 
after

'1'hey say 
further 
that 
they have been informed 
by persons 
claiminir to have influence in the Appraiser's olllce 
that if they (the merchants) will affree to "emnloy 
certain Individuals as cartmen, and no others" there 
will be no delay alter the appraisement of their 
goods, intimating, on the other hand, that if they do 
employ tnelr own cartmen there will be a. delay, 
'his they claim to have found to be a fact existent, 
and they asfc to luzve an investigation of this alleged 
practice in the Appraiser's Department (or by indi- 
viduals connected therewith), and that steps DC 
aken to remedy tho evil If it be proven to exist. It 
will thus seem that there is a "Carlmen's Rlnpr" 
o be aucied to tho list of select circles with which 
his metropolitan community Is girded and by which 
lie public purse Is wrung, and it la reported that 
his is one of the "matters" that will engage tne 
attention of tne Collector at Washington. 
Up to and including last week the hordes of small 
toliticlans and office-hunters that thronged the cor- 
iclors of the Custom llonse, the stairways of the 
mildinu. and the sidewalks adjacent to the prospcc- 
ive paradise of the men who caunot earn a llveli- 
lood by individual exertion, was astounding.
